Church ‘target’ in Central America

The Catholic Church has been a 
special target in the current civil war 
in El Salvador, according to a United 
Nations human rights investigator’s 
report. 

Jose Antonio Pastor Ridruejo, a 
U.N. Human Rights Commission 
special representative, cited ‘‘blatant 
and illustrative cases of murder’’ such 
as mass killings of peasants and 
attempts against priests and Religious 
who defend human rights. 

THIS IS PART of ‘‘a general 
climate of persecution of the Catholic 
Church,’’ his 35-page report said. 

Fundamental rights are grossly and 
consistently violated by both sides in 
the civil war, said Pastor. \ 


Criticizing the escalation of

IN NEIGHBORING een s 
northern Diocese of Quiche, 
Communion hosts are hidden in 
tortillas and Bibles are buried in clay 
pots as the people struggle to live their 
faith, according to a Jesuit from the 
Central American country. 


Bishop Juan Gerardi of Quiche 
closed all diocesan churches at the end 
of 1980 because of increasing violence 
against the Church, and currently 
there are, no priests or Religious 
working in Quiche, said the priest, a 
coordinator for the 
Solidarity with Guatemala 
Movement, who asked not to be iden- 
tified for his own protection and that 
of his co-workers in Guatemala. 


The Jesuit was in Mexico City 
recently and discussed’ oppression 
against the Catholic Church and the 
Indian population in Quiche. 

**IN SPITE of repression, the faith 
continues to be profound,”’ the Jesuit 
said. 


The Quiche region is the ‘‘land of 
the generals,’’ where military men 
under President Romeo Lucas 
Garcia, an army general, have been 
exploiting the people, the Jesuit 
added, and the Church is making the 
Indians aware of this. 


Through. Church programs ‘‘the 


Christian 


people become conscious of their 
Christian commitment and what it 
means to their economic, social, and 
political situation,’’ he said. 


AS PERSECUTION increased, 
Bishop Gerardi decided to close the 
churches. 


‘*The situation-was so bad he felt he 
could not continue and so he told all 
the priests and women Religious to 
leave,’’ the Jesuit said. 


Guatemalan-born Bishop Gerardi, 
after traveling to the Vatican to 
discuss the decision with Pope John 
Paul II, was denied re-entry into 
Guatemala by the government. 


LAST AUGUST the Guatemalan 
bishops issued a pastoral letter saying 
the Catholic Church in Guatemala 

‘is today perhaps as never before in 
its history the victim of unjust attacks 
and violent aggression.’’ The 
situation has reached a point where 
no one who professes to. be Catholic

Suit challenges U.S. right 
to stop Haitians at sea 


MIAMI (NC) — A class action suit 
has been filed in federal court in 
Miami against the U.S. Coast Guard, 
the agency charged with imple- 
menting President Reagan’s inter- 
diction order to stop Haitians en route 
to the United States. 


Brought by the Haitian Refugee 
Center of the Christian Community 
Service Agency, the suit contends that 
the presidential directive violates 
international treaties designed to 
protect those fleeing persecution, 
ignores the federal Refugee Act of 
-1980, which requires refugees’ status 

_ to be determined, makes the United 
States assume responsibility — for 
_. enforcing another country’s laws, and 


discriminates against Haitians 


~ because of race. 
JAMES BURKE, Haitian 
_ Refugee Center attorney, said, ‘‘I 
- would like for the court...to tell the 
president and tell Congress to look at 
the Statue of Liberty. If it’s still there, 
we've got a conscience.”’ 


The suit also states that immigra- 

_ tion authorities and the Justice 

Department ‘‘have refused to grant 

asylum to Haitians by using stan- 

dards different from asylum...appli- 

cants from ‘other. countries or of differ- 
ent races.’ 


Archbishop Edward A. McCarthy 
of Miami said, ‘‘I question whether 
this action is faithful to the spirit, if 
not to the letter of the United Nations 


protocol as regards receiving political 
refugees to which we are committed. 
The refugees can hardly have in these 
circumstances our American prized 
rights of legal counsel, due process, or 
an explanation of the technicalities 
regarding application for political 
asylum.’’

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Widows try to fit into a 
‘couple-oriented’ world

ESCONDIDO—‘‘The whole 


world is couple oriented,’’ observes 
Marlene Gustafson. ‘‘A new widow 
for the first year or two is just trying to 
get her life together, and she needs 
someone who will just be there.’’ 


At no time is that presence more 
needed than just after a spouse’s 
death, Mrs. Gustafson found out 
when her own husband passed away 
after a lengthy illness. Prepared as she 
was for his death, the shock was real, 
and there wasn’t much her parish 
priest could do other than be with her. 


‘*HE CRIED and I cried, and he 
said, ‘Marlene, I just don’t know 
what to say,’’’ she related. ‘‘A man 
does not understand the hurt a 
woman goes through; it is an area of 
their life where they have the blessing 
of protection.”’ 

That ‘‘blessing’’ is underscored by 
the fact that the average age of 
widows in this country is 57, and that 
the ratio of widows to widowers is 14 
to 1, noted Mrs. Natalie Klicman, 
whose husband John died suddenly 
and without warning last December 
after coming out of church after Mass. 
Her husband had been studying for 
the diaconate, and a son is a first-year 
student studying for the priesthood at 
St. Francis Seminary. 


With the blessings of‘ Father 
Jeremiah Murphy, the pastor of St. 
Mary Church here, Mrs. Gustafson 
formed a widow’s support group. 
Joining her as charter members are 
Mrs. Klicman and Margaret 


McLeod; they and other members 
meet monthly, but most importantly” 


they are available to newly widowed 
women, ready to help in any way they 
can, or simply by their presence. 
THE INSPIRATION for the 
group came from Mrs. Kathleen 
Immel, a parishioner at Mission San 
Diego de Alcala, noted Mrs. 
Gustafson. After the death of her own 
husband, Mrs. Immel began teaching 
a course entitled ‘‘Passage into 
Widowhood’’ for the San Diego 
Community College District. 


While “‘still in. shock and kind of 
. numb’’ at her own husband’s death, 
Mrs. Gustafson found support from 
the non-denominational Elizabeth 
Hospice Program, which is active

among cancer patients and _ their 
families\in the North County. 


‘‘Why can’t this come from. my 
own faith community? What’s wrong 
with my own church?’’’ Mrs. 
Gustafson said she asked herself. 


With the encouragement of Deacon. 


Kenneth Finn and his wife, Marie, 
and Father Murphy, she began the 


-widows’ support group at St. Mary’s. 


“THE MAIN IDEA was to 
establish a list of widows that the 
pastor could call on to help a new 
widow in the parish,’’ said Mrs. 
Gustafson. The newly widowed 
woman would then have someone to 
help her through her pain, someone 
who has experienced the same loss, 
someone who could meet her spiritual 
and emotional needs, or just be there. 


‘*People don’t like to talk about 
death, but it’s a-fact of life,’’ said 
Mrs. Gustafson. ‘‘But hopefully there 
could be such a support group in 
every parish, so that no woman could 
lose a spouse and have to be alone.”’ 


There is also a similar need for men

The past few years have seen the beginning of a decided 
change in the demographic make-up of American society. 


We have begun to experience the switch from a child- 
dominated, child-oriented society to an older society with 
more stress on the needs of.older adults and less on the 
needs of the young. 


We can hail or bewail that tendency, but it is real. The 
overwhelming number of young people is getting older and 
its replacement in new, children is considerably less 
numerous. 

The demographic guarantee is that this phenomenon 
is not a passing thing, but one which will mark society 
for the rest of this century. 


The Church adapted itself admirably to the baby boom. 
As a matter of fact, even in the pre-World War II years of 
relative stable age proportions in the population, the 
Church had a special concern for the young because of the 
necessity it felt to make Catholic education a high priority 


’ for Church activity. 
“We hope that the Church will be as quick to make the 


necessary adjustments so as to serve a growing older 
population as effectively as it has served youth. 


Parishes and other Church organizations are gearing up 
to do just that — but we feel that the vision of service to the 
elderly has been unnecessarily limited. It seems we are too 
content to take the organizational practices used with the 
young and apply them to seniors. We try to provide bingo 


and card parties to keep grandma off the streets. Basketball - 


courts are re-striped so the older folks can play 
shuffleboard. : Gi 


These are great — the old have earied a bit of leiguve aad 


fun time. But our older parishioners want and deserve more 
than that. 


Older parishioners possess a wealth of experience and 
competence and often have the free time to devote those 
talents to the Church. 


A bookkeeper does not forget how to add when he 


reaches 65. A manager does not forget how to manage. Av 


nurse, a retired medical technician, a former teacher —all 
have skills valuable to a parish community and all too often 
not used by that community. 


We believe parishes must overcome the feeling that the 
parish is an extension of the school. Parish councils should 
represent all parishioners — not just school parents and 
their contemporaries. 


Flexible schedules should be developed to let older 


parishioners contribute their services to the extent of their - 


ability. 


Most of all, older people must know that the Church 
welcomes their continued participation and that their 
contributions of time and a are as valuable as they 
have ever been.

Not only are new and convenient living accommodations available to those 62 and over, but rent assistance is 
available so that no more than one-fourth of the. person’s.income is required for rent in either of the facilities.

The Church can serve most effectively to offset some of the mythical notions that isolate our aging 
population and can serve as the conscience of society in promoting and advocating for needed services, e.g. 


© Identification of homebound and ‘‘hidden’’ elderly; i 

¢ Provision of home visits, telephone reassurance, senior car pools, special parish site for senior 
gatherings; 

e Encouragement of senior discounts by Catholic business persons; 

© Volunteer work with elderly, especially day care/homemaker type services; 

© Coordination of services in parish community. 


In Psalm 37:25 we read: “‘I was young, and now I am old, yet'I have not seen the righteous forsaken.’’ We 
must never overlook the spiritual dimension of life for any person. In 1975, a national interfaith consultation 
proposed this definition of ‘‘spiritual well-being’’ — it is ‘‘the affirmation of life in a relationship with God, 
self, community, and environment that nurtures and celebrates wholeness.’’ It has been demonstrated in 
various research studies that religious behavior and beliefs are causal factors which contribute to life 
satisfaction among older people. - 


The role of the believing, worshipping community can never be understated or underestimated in the life of 
our senior citizens. Pastoral care of the homebound and institutionalized is a vital ingredient in the parish life. 
Communal anointings of the sick and aged can reassure the elderly of the awareness of the community of their 
presence and our love for them as friends in the Lord, and a variety of other programs and practices should be 
available to those who wish to grow with the elderly and assist them in their own development. Perhaps then 
the golden years of adulthood will yield the brilliant quality expected rather than the bitter, tarnished 


_ experience some of our seniors have had. 


As we attend to the personal, physical, psychological, and spiritual needs of our elderly, the words of the 
Thanksgiving Collect will yield to reality: ‘Oh God, all-powerful, your gifts are countless and your goodness 
infinite. On Thanksgiving Day we come before you with gratitude for your kindness; open our hearts to 
concern for our fellow men and women (especially our senior citizens) so that we may share your gifts in 
loving service.’

You can’t do this to me 


Each week seems to have its own character. Some 
weeks we hear of people who are seriously ill; some 
weeks it’s problems with alcoholism; some weeks it’s 
unemployment; some weeks it’s sexual deviation. 


Last week it was — for our small community. 


anyway — the breakup of long-standing marriages. 


These things happen all the time, of course, but 
some weeks there seems to be a concentration on one 
specific area and we find ourselves called to help and 
pray for people who are suffering there. In each case 
last week, one partner had simply informed the 
other that he or she was leaving and ‘‘that was 
that!’’ The suddenness of the action coupled with the 
realization that a way of life was ending after so 
many years, quite apart from the ego-wounding 
rejection of themselves as persons, was traumatic to 
the deserted spouse. 


IN CASES LIKE these, all one’s friends and 
close acquaintances have a great deal to say and a 
great deal of advice to offer. It bothers us when a 
person ‘‘takes it badly.’’ We would like them to 
react objectively and positively and we grow 
impatient with tears and self-recrimimations. But 
what we do not always understand is that the 


situation is very similar to sudden widowhood, and © 


the person must be allowed a time of mourning. 


The Sunday Readings

November 22, 1981, Solemnity of Christ the 
King (Thirty-Fourth Sunday in Ordinary Time). 
Ezekiel 34:11-12,15-17; 1 Corinthians 
15:20-26,28; Matthew 25:31-46. 


This coming Sunday begins the last week of the 
Church’s year, and our readings have to do with the 
mighty themes of redemption, salvation and 
judgment, as befits a day when we celebrate the 
universal kingship of our Lord and God, Jesus 
Christ. The Sunday following marks the beginning 
of Advent. 


Ezekiel is the great prophet of Israel’s sixth- 
century (B.C.) exile in Babylon, which was seen as 
punishment for her unfaithfulness to God and the 
Sinai covenant. But even God’s punishment is 
providential, and a sign of His never-failing love. 

THE LORD WILL one day bring His people 
back to the land He has given them, and care for 
them much as a shepherd cares for his flock. We can 
see the fulfillment of this text both in the immediate 
context of Israel’s return, and in the person of Jesus, 
who Himself was the Good Shepherd who sacrificed 
His life for that of the flock entrusted to Him« 


Yet the prophet strikes a note of personal 


The run of our emotions at such times is very like 
the way we confront sudden death. There is the 
shock and disbelief, then grief and _self- 
recrimination, anger, a desire to blame and punish 
— anyone from God to oneself — and depression. 
And in both cases there is the feeling that if only the 
situation could be rectified, things would be very 


different. There is also a defeating sense of. 


helplessness in the face of unsurmountable odds. 


The difference is that in the one case our loss is 
irreversible and in the other the possibility of recon- 
ciliation cannot be ruled out and so the tension and 
emotional stress lingers and continues the damage. 


WHEN PEOPLE ARE confused and in pain 
they need to be able to talk, and we need to be able 
to listen without adding to their confusion. Perhaps 
it will be necessary to direct their attention to certain 
aspects of the problem they are temporarily unable 
to see. Perhaps, if they are quite incapacitated 
emotionally, it may be necessary to guide and direct 
a little until they are able to take possession of 
themselves again. : 


But primarily, all we can effectively do for them is

responsibility and judgment, themes to be repeated 
by Jesus in our Gospel reading. The shepherd will 
act ‘‘rightly,’’ and this means a judgment on the 
sheep who have strayed—the ‘“‘sleek and the 
strong,’’ in a word, those who have sinned. 


Our responsorial psalm (Ps. 23) is the most 
familiar of the entire Psalter. The Lord is the all- 
providing, all-caring, providential shepherd, who 
gives both the good things of this earth and the good 
things of the world to come. Its context is 
eschatalogical, in that it sees the kingdom fulfilled 
only when we ‘‘dwell in the house of the Lord.”’ 


ST. PAUL’S FIRST letter to the Corinthians 


contains the finest New Testament teaching on the 
resurrection of the body. As Christ the King 
conquered death in His own body, so too will those 
who died with Him in baptism. Death (original sin) 
came from Adam, but life was restored to us through 
Jesus, the Second Adam. 


The apostle goes on to speak of the univeral 
kingship of Christ, a reign that will last until the end 
of the world. The last enemy to be destroyed is death 
itself, and then the Son will hand over everything to 
His Father “‘so that God may be all in all.”’ 


With our Gospel reading we close out the year of 


to love, support, and lend a willing ear. There is no 
greater loneliness than to suffer acutely in a way that 
threatens your self-image and feelings of self-worth 
without the loving support of friends and family. 
And when we are listening, loving, and sustaining, 
we are being wholly Christian. 

Long before psychologists began talking about 
positive reinforcement and bolstering the ego, Jesus 
was telling His followers to “‘love one another’”’ and 
to do good to one another. He knew that if we are 
giving of ourselves in love we will always do the right 
thing in a particular situation, because our love will 


not only respond to the other’s pain but also perceive 


the underlying need. 


SYMPATHY IS a simple thing to offer; 
recriminations are easily shared. What we are 
required to do is to take a long, loving, selfless look 
at our hurting friend and meet his or her deeper 
need. 

We need never feel impotent in the face of 
suffering as long as we are prepared to love patiently 
and persistently and offer the hand of friendship 
sincerely. We may, of course, feel frustrated that we 
cannot alter or effectively influence things, but if we 
are loving and praying we are fulfilling what Jesus 
expects of us — and more than that we cannot do. 


Matthew which has characterized the liturgical year 
(Cycle ‘‘A’’) since the First Sunday of Advent last 
fall. We begin Cycle “‘B”’ with the First Sunday of 
Advent 1981, and we will read from St. Mark’s 
Gospel during the coming year. 


IT IS VERY appropriate on this Solemnity that 
the Church conclude the Matthew cycle with the 


_ apostle’s dramatic description of the Last Judgment 


(the only Gospel to describe it). The criterion is the 
mercy we have extended to Christ Himself through 
the mercy we have shown others. 


This is a disquieting Gospel passage. The Son of 
Man will return and separate the sheep from the 
goats. Those who fed the hungry, clothed the poor, 
visited the imprisoned and welcomed the stranger 
will inherit the kingdom, because each act of 
kindness to another was an act of kindness done to 
the Lord. 


But ‘‘as often as you neglected to do it to one of 


‘these least ones, you néglected to do it to me,”’ says 


the Lord. ‘‘These will go off to eternal 
punishment.’’ There is no compromise with the 
Gospel message of Jesus; either we accept it or reject 
it. The choice in life is always heaven or hell.

American bishops are continuing to tackle the 
moral issues of the nuclear arms race, which Pope 
John Paul II said Nov. 11 threatens to annihilate 
‘“‘not just a country or a continent, but all of 
mankind today.”’ 

As the U.S. hierarchy approached its mid- 
November national meeting, at which a progress 
report on issuing a national pastoral statement on 
war and peace issues will be presented, several 


bishops added their names to the list of at least 30 - 


who have spoken out individually or in small groups 
on the question in recent months. 


‘“‘THERE IS NO WAY we can apply the ‘just 
war’ norms to machines with such destructive power 
(as nuclear bombs),’” declared Bishop Albert H. 
Ottenweller of Steubenville, Ohio. 


St. Francis stamp hit 


WASHINGTON (NC) — A group concerned 
with separation of church and state has protested 
plans by the U.S. Postal Service to issue a commem- 
orative stamp marking the 800th anniversary of the 
birth of St. Francis of Assisi. 


The group, Americans United for Separation of 
Church and State, said the plan was of ‘‘doubtful 
constitutionality’’ and would stir up ‘‘resentment 
and interfaith tension.”’ 


The Postal Service announced in September that 
the St. Francis stamp would be issued sometime in 
1982. A spokeswoman said Nov. 13 that no date had 
been set for its issuance. 


Americans United said such stamps unconstitu- 
tionally prefer one religious group over another and 
violate the Postal Service’s own standards for stamp 
selection, which state that commemoratives are not 
issued ‘‘to honor fraternal, political, or sectarian 
organizations, commercial enterprises, or specific 
products.’

warning in a speech in Los Angeles that the 
psychological and political barriers that have made 
nuclear war unthinkable to most people are being 
eroded by the defense policies and rhetoric coming 
out of the nation’s capital. 


HE CALLED EVEN deterrent possession of 
nuclear weapons immoral as a ‘‘long-term policy” 
and said that governments have a ‘‘grave moral 
obligation’’ to end the arms race. 


In Newark, N.J., Auxiliary Bishop Joseph A. 
Francis headed the list of the Newark Archdiocesan 
Justice and Peace Commission membership in a 
statement calling on the United States to take the 
initiative in declaring ‘‘a freeze on the development 
and deployment of additional nuclear weapons’’ and 
‘‘a no first-strike pledge.” 

Archbishop Philip M. Hannan of New Orleans 
struck a different note with a column in his arch- 
diocesan newspaper. Although he, too, advocated 
an end to the arms race, he emphasized the Soviet 
threat to world peace and declared that ‘‘the United 


States has a moral right to have a deterrent power 


sufficient to protect our freedom and the freedom of 
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V-8 TUNE-UP North County The Apostles soon found it out. The 
* 941-1515 disciples discovered it, too. And the Church 


has learned it down through the ages—some- 
times the hard way. They found this truism: 
that you can take the basic concepts of our 
faith to others but you must make adjust- 
ments to allow for ‘different strokes for 
different folks.” The Greeks and Jews ‘taught 
this early lesson to a young Church. The first 
missionaries adjusted their’ teaching 
accordingly, as St. Paul has recorded. 

Take. the continent of Africa, which ‘so 
readily comes to mind when thinking in terms 
of the Mission Church: Most Americans find it 
difficult to appreciate that it is five times the 
size of the United States and that the 
population is around 500 million and by the 
year 2000 will reach 850 million, speaking 
about 250 diffferent languages and dialects. 

On that vast continent there are only 360 
Catholic bishops, of whom—thanks to the 
missionaries—270 are black Africans, which 
is a good sign. It is vivid evidence that the 
Church is changing from missionary leadership 
to local. 

But Black Africa (as distinct from Arab 
Africa north of the Sahara Desert) suffers 
from the post-independence travails of former 
colonial people. Since 1960 there have been 
43 overthrows of government by violent 
means, including ten assassinations. Most of 
the states are run on what we would regard as 
somewhat dictatorial lines. This all means

difficulties for a growing young Church, trying 
to make a path between the dangers of 
irrational and often anti-religious regimes. 

But it is a vigorous and challenging young 
Church of Africa, not. tied too much to 
traditions which may shackle it, growing 
rapidly in its Africanism. It faces enormous 
problems, not least the population explosion 
which adds two million more to the Catholic 
population each year. Then there are the 
dangers and drawbacks’ of rapid urbanization 
of school in many countries, the assaults on 
family life and, by no means least, the attrac- 
tions and advances of Islam. 


The Church in Africa must advance in 
“‘inculturation’’ — the embodiment of the 
Christian message in the culture of the 
people. When | lived in Africa it always 
seemed strange to hear Africans chanting 
Latin in the Roman style of those days. Their 
voices did not fit the musical scale and their 
tongues were unused to the Latin words. Since 
then African music and vernacular language in 
the wake of Vatican. II have helped to make 
the Church more African and less of a poor 
imitation of Rome. 


Inculturation is clearly part of the African 
Church and its progress, but meanwhile we 
still need to send missionaries and funds to 
help the young Church to grow. Our 
encouragement and support are vital to the 
Christian progress there.

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Department on Aging shows concern for seniors

In 1972, to express the concern of 
the Diocese of San Diego for its 
elderly members, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher created the Department on 
Aging, under the umbrella of Catholic 
Community Services. The bishop was 
particularly intent that parishes be 
assisted by the department in 
planning, developing and 
implementing programs at the parish- 
community level. 


‘‘There ~must be some sign of 
visible concern in the Church toward 
the growing number of older people, 
many of whom in their earlier years 


were the very ones who supported our 
schools, helped build our buildings 
and contributed their services in 
many other ways,’’ Bishop Maher 
said. ‘‘None of us can afford to 
discount the contribution our older 
members have made, and can 
continue to make, without 
diminishing ourselves. Rather, we 
must help them to become active and 
involved so that their later years can 
be as productive as their earlier 
ones.”’ 


AMONG THE recent programs

Living in retirement 
residence gives Sister 
insights into the elderly

LA MESA—Sister of Charity 
Ruth Miriam says adaptability is at 
the heart of her life as a Religious. 


‘‘We are daughters of Mother 
Séton and daughters of the Church,”’ 
she said. ‘‘We go where we are 
needed: and serve the way we are 
needed.’ 


SISTER RUTH’S parents moved 
to La Mesa 14 years ago, and after 
her father’s death, her mother moved 
into Grossmont Gardens, a 
retirement community near St. 
Martin’s parish. But since 1978, 
Sister Ruth, with the approval ofeher 
order, has shared an apartment with 
her mother, soon to be 95, and has 
also acted as a non-denominational 
chaplain for many of Grossmont’s 
almost 300 residents, of whom about 
30 are Catholics. 


“I’m not completely isolated here, 
but I often feel isolated,’’ said Sister 
Ruth. ‘‘As a Religious living in a 
community, everything is accessible, 
especially Mass. Now I’m living in a 
non-Religious atmosphere, and I’m 
beginning to realize the preciousness 
of vocation... .it took me 50 years.”’ 


The high-point of Sister Ruth’s 
week is on Saturday mornings, when 
Father Alphonsus Moloney, pastor of 
St. Louise de Marillac parish in 
Crest, comes to Grossmont Gardens 
to celebrate Mass for the residents, 
said Sister, who relies on St. Martin’s 
for emergency calls. 


‘“‘“MOTHER WAS the sacristan 
until several weeks ago, and it was the 
most wonderful thing she could do,”’ 
said Sister Ruth, who taught CCD at 
St. Martin’s until she ‘‘turned 70 and 
I just couldn’t do it any more... it was 
a hard thing for me to accept.”’ 


Most of Sister’s work with 
Grossmont’s residents is on the very 
practical level—helping with 
shopping or legal matters. .“‘I try to 
help new residents overcome the 
trauma and loneliness. They feel cut 
off from their families, and a loss of 
independence,’’ said Sister Ruth. 
The Grossmont staff, she feels, ‘‘are 
very caring’’ people. 

‘‘The elderly have a very special 
sense of God’s providence,’’ said 
Sister. ‘‘I’m often the only Sister 
many non-Catholics ever knew, and 
many of them had a very distorted 
view of what a Sister was. But I’m 
just ‘Sister Ruth’ to them, and they 
let me share their burden.”’

LIVING IN A retirement 
community has given Sister Ruth 
some special insights into the 
problems of the eldery. “‘I think the 
saddest thing is that so many elderly 
have absolutely nobody who cares for 
them. It’s something I knew nothing 
about.”’ 


One of Sister’s duties is to put 
together a profile on each new 
resident to assist the staff and to help 
introduce them to the community. at 
special gatherings. ‘‘I’m impressed by 


_the richness and the beauty of all their 


lives. Some are reluctant to speak 
about their backgrounds, but so many 
are perfectly content in their old age. 


‘‘The older I get the more I marvel 
at the detail God has put into the 
world...not the big things, but the 
little things. This is a wonderful job 
for an older Sister. Twenty years ago 
I was afraid of death and old 
people ...until I became one.”’ 


BECAUSE many older Catholics 
are used to weekly attendance at Mass 
and very little other involvement with 
the Church, Sister Ruth finds little 
need for any other organized religious 
activity among Grossmont’s 
residents. Above all else, however, 
she has found that simply by being 
there as a resident Sister she has been 
able to be a special presence to many 
residents. 


“T can think of many things we could 
do, but it just doesn’t go with older 
people,’’, ? she said. ‘“The important 
thing is presence, and to call people 
by their names. They’re individuals, 
and tend to forget that they are.”’ 


Security and health insurance. These 
have been offered at the Our Lady of 
Angels Senior Center, St. Joseph 
Cathedral, Blessed Sacrament Senior 
Center and St. Rita. Other such 
workshops are planned for early 1982, 
if new legislation affecting Social 
Security is enacted in Washington, 
D.C. 


Another parish program has been 
the development of friendly visitors to 
the elderly at home and in long-term 
care facilities in the parish. These 
visits are in addition to Communion 
calls made by the. clergy and 
Eucharistic ministers. 


This training program has been 
offered since the Department on 
Aging was initiated, but it became 
more intensive in 1979, when an 
18-hour training program was offered at 
Resurrection parish in Escondido, 
and in other parishes and community 
sites during 1980 and 1981. St. 
Martin of Tours and St. Charles 
Borromeo had the training program 
this fall; another is set for St. Kieran 
and Holy Trinity in January. 

VARIOUS TOPICS are covered 
in the training, such as the spiritual 
needs of the elderly and the spiritual 
nature of the ministry itself, the 
psychology of aging, sensory changes, 
reminiscence, and the visitor’s role in 
the nursing home. When time 
permits, a tour is made of a nursing 
home in the parish; this is especially 
important for first-time visitors. 

The goal of this program is to 
sensitize parishioners to the need for 
such outreach and to motivate them to 
visit the elderly on a regular basis. 


Funded last year by the county 
Area Agency on Aging, the program 
attracts people of all ages—the 
youngest visitor participant has been 
12 years old and the oldest was 85. 

RECENTLY, evening sessions on 
death and dying have been presented 
at four parishes throughout the 
county, with Chaplain Larry 
Anderson of the San Diego Hospice as 
featured speaker. 

The staff of the Department on 
Aging has met with -deacons’ 
groups, Eucharistic ministers, 
children and teenagers to discuss the 
needs of the aged and the various 
ways to be of service to them. 


The department offers information 
and referral services and some 
counseling services. The counseling is 
often sought by*adult children of aged 
parents, who become involved in 
decision-making with and for their 
elderly parents. It is'a myth that 
families do not concern themselves 
with their elderly. Studies have shown 
that family members provide 80 
percent of the services required by 
their aged relatives. That has also 
been borne out in the experience of 
the staff of the Department on Aging. 


MOST ADULT children, who 
contact the department, do so out of 
concern. Besides dealing with some 
critical issue—such as nursing home 
placement when the family can no 
longer care for the aged person at 
home —the adult child finds herself or 
himself (it is usually the daughter or 
daughter-in-law who initiates the call) 
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¢ What is the 1981 White House Conference on 
Aging? 

The White House Conference on Aging is an event 
that will bring together citizens from across the nation 
to. make recommendations that can be used in 
developing a proposed national policy on aging. This 
policy, together with recommendations for its 
implementation, will be presented to the President _ 
and Congress. This is the fourth time a national 
forum on aging has been held in Washington since 
1950, although the first one was not officially 
designated as a White House Conference. Others 
were in 1961 and 1971. 


© When and where will the conference take place? 


The conference will take place in Washington, - 
D.C., Nov. 30-Dec. 3. The conference will be held at 
two hotels, the Sheraton Washington and the 
Washington Hilton. 


© Why have a White House Conference on Aging? 


When Congress authorized the 1981 White House 
Conference on Aging in 1978, it noted that dramatic 
demographic and societal changes have made it 
necessary for a new national policy to be developed. 
Congress also called for emphasis to be placed on the 
‘right and obligation of older individuals to free 
choice and self-help in planning their own futures.”’ 


Older Americans have become the fastest growing 
segment of our population, Because of lower death 
rates and longer life spans, the number of people aged 
60 and over has increased four times as fast as the 
number under 60 since the year 1900. At the turn of 
the century, there were only 4.9 million Americans 
aged 60 and over, and the average life expectancy at 
birth was 47. Today, there are 34 million older 
Americans, and the average life expectancy is 73. 

The trend toward a ‘‘graying’’ America will 
continue in the future. In 1981, one out of every seven 
Americans is 60 or over. But when today’s 
preschoolers turn 60, one out of every four will be that 


ae 


age or older. These changes will have profound 
implications for the economic and social affairs of our 
country. For example, many older Americans want or 
need to work—and the nation will increasingly need 
their productive capacity as the number of older 
people continues to increase relative to the number of 
younger people. But negative stereotypes about the 
abilities of older people still push many of them out of 
the work force prematurely. 


© What are the major questions facing the 
conference? 


How will the ‘“‘graying’’ of America affect our 
social institutions? How will it affect our families, 
economy, educational system, and government 
programs? 

-How can we enhance the extra years of life 
bestowed upon us? How can we tap the skills and 
experience of the growing elderly population so that it 
can truly serve as a contributing and productive force 
within our society?

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‘Growing old a gift, not 


a problem, says priest 


DENVER—‘‘Growing old in 
America is a gift, not really a 
problem,’’ Msgr. Charles Fahey of 
Fordham University’s School of 
Social Work said in a recent address. 


“It is a gift to be used’’ by both 
young and old, the chairman of the 
Federal Council on Aging said in a 
keynote address at the first annual

convention of the Colorado 
Gerontology Society. 


WITH LESS resources available 
from federal and state governments, 
Msgr. Fahey told his audience that it 
is time for those involved in programs 
for the elderly to wonder ‘‘if our 
grabbing for the dollars’’ still is the 
way to go. 

Although only about 10 percent of 
the people over 65 are poor, Msgr. 
Fahey said, income maintenance will 
be a major thrust at the White House 
Conference on Aging, to be held in 
November, in Washington, DC. 


The former director of Catholic 
Charities in Syracuse, N.Y., said most 
oider people do not fall below the 
poverty level because of habits of 
work’ and saving and government 
programs such as Social Security and 
Medicare. 


MSGR. FAHEY is a member of a 
national advisory committee for the 
White House conference, which has 
been preceded by state and regional 
conferences across the country. 


Besides income maintenance, he 
said, the national conference will pay 
major attention to the 
‘‘phenomenon’”’ of aging and the 
continuing need for long-term health 
care facilities. 


‘People not in the field always 
overstate the problems of old people,’’ 
he said. ‘‘Most old people live within 
the normal structures of society, not 
on welfare or receiving other kinds of 
government assistance.”’ 


BUT HE SAID there are 
‘“‘barriers’’ that need to be removed, 
chiefly those that tend to isolate older 
people whose-talents and experience 
should be used to benefit society. 


Just as the number of old people 
continues to grow; so does the 
number of ‘‘frail elderly” who need 
health care. 


‘‘Even if we do nothing,’’ Msgr. 
Fahey said, ‘‘we will need 50 percent 
more nursing homes in the next 20 
years.” 


SINCE THE ‘‘trickle down’’ 
theory of President Reagan’s supply 
side economics is not likely to reach 
most older Americans, Msgr. Fahey 
said other ways of providing for the 
elderly must be found. 


He said businesses must have a 
responsibility to keep family 


relationships strong in the cases of 


employees. who care for a “frail 
person’’ at home rather than putting 
an elderly relative in a nursing home. 

He said community organizations, 
such as United Way, have done little 
for elderly programs in recent years 
because government has accepted that 
role. 


NOW, HE SAID, community 
response to the ‘‘new federalism’”’ 
must be reassessed. 


In answer to a question, Msgr. 
Fahey said there is ‘“‘no way the 
religious sector can replace federal 
funds.”’

Dag Hammarskjold: a man of belief

An outstanding statesman of this cen- 
tury was Dag Hammarskjold, who served 
as secretary-general of the United Nations 
from 1953 until his death in 1961. He 
died in an airplane crash near Ndola, 
Northern Rhodesia (now Zimbabwe) 
while on a peace mission. 


Considered by many to be a man of 
remarkable moral integrity and a true 
humanitarian, he was awarded the Nobel 
Peace Prize after his death. 


When Hammarskjold’s diary, ““Mark- 
ings,’ was published after his death, 
many people were surprised to learn that 
its contents dealt not with his life as a 
world leader, but with his personal 
journey of faith. 


IN A LETTER to a friend in which he 
left permission for the diary’s publication, 
he referred to it as the ‘‘white book” — 
the official document — of his negotia- 
‘tions with himself and with God. 


In ‘‘Markings,’’ Hammarskjold 
chronicled in prose and poetry his faith 
journey over nearly 35 years. His early 
entries suggest an intense struggle to dis- 
cover meaning in life. At times then he 


even contemplated the possibility of 
suicide. 

But somewhere and somehow in his 
searchings, Hammarskjold discovered the 
meaning he longed for in totally surren- 
dering himself to God. 


ON PENTECOST Sunday 1961, just 
weeks prior to his fatal accident, he wrote: 
‘T don’t know Who — or What — put the 
question. I don’t know when it was put, I 
don’t even remember answering. But, at 
some moment, I did answer ‘yes’ to 
Someone — or Something — and from 
that hour, I was certain that existence is 
meaningful and that, therefore, my life, in 
self-surrender, had a goal.” 

According to W. H. Auden, an 
acquaintance of Hammarskjold who 
wrote the foreword to the English edition 
of ‘‘Markings,’’ Hammarskjold’s faith 
was very solitary and private. Auden 
observes that although Hammarskjold 
took the gospel injunctions seriously, he 
apparently did not participate in church li- 
turgical and sacramental activities. 

Rather, his story of faith seems to have 
been a profound dialogue between him- 
self and God, leading to deeper insights 
into his purpose in life. 


FOR MOST of us, however, participa- 


tion in a church community is very 
important. While there are unique per- 
sonal dimensions to faith — no two peo- 
ple respond to God’s call in exactly the 
same way — Christian faith is by its 
nature communal. 

Through Christ, God formed us into a 
people. It is by living in a community of 
faith with others that our own faith can 
arrive at its fullest meaning. 

The challenge of Christian life is to 
keep both the personal and the com- 
munal dimensions of faith in balance. A 
faith expression that is too personal and 
private runs the risk of being subjective 
and devoid of the nourishment and sup- 
port fellow believers can give. 


ON THE other hand, a faith expres- 
sion that is too communal, too given over 
to activity, runs the risk of being shallow 
and undirected. Activity, no matter how 
well intentioned, can distract us from the 
important task of adequately exploring 
the nature of our own unique commit- 
ment to Christ. 

Somewhere along the line in our faith 
journey, each of us — like Hammarskjold 
— must struggle to say “yes” to the 
meaning of Christ in our lives and to what 
he is calling us to be. 

More likely than not, this point of 


insight and commitment won’t be 
reached in a frenzy of activity. It will come 
in moments of quiet prayer and reflection. 

There is a degree of aloneness to being 
a Christian. Jesus set the example when 
he periodically went apart from his work 
and friends to pray. 


FREQUENTLY, the challenge of bal- 
ancing the personal and communal 
dimensions of faith translates into such. 
questions as: 

How much private prayer should we 
have in our lives? How much public or li- 
turgical prayer? Is one better than the 
other? 

Should we share our stories of belief 
with each other? What is to be gained? 

How much of our faith needs to be 
externalized in service to our neighbors 
and to the church? ee 

Most people will not be able to fully 
resolve such questions. But the ambiguity 
that results can be a healthy stimulus, 
pushing us to clarify the meaning of our 
Christian lives. 

The journey of belief involves 
moments of personal struggle, doubt and 
questioning as well as moments of joy, 
fulfillment and insight. Thankfully we 


have others to share these moments with.

The afternoon was very hot, in the way 
of a backwoods Florida June, and still — 
the only sound the soft, regular bite of the 
shovel into the sand between the orange 
trees. 

I stood watching my son, Boo, as 
together we buried the dog. 

Boo was 13, lean and brown, the pale- 
ness of school burned away. His jaw was 
set, his eyes dark with pain as he shaped 
the hole. 

His real name is Robert E. Lee 
Livingston. He is in that in-between- 
worlds time, both child and man. The line 
of his cheek is still rounded, but hair is 
growing dark on his upper lip. There are 
questions in his eyes. 


BOO IS a private person. Only with 
special timing can you hear what he won- 
ders about. I know he believes in God. I 
also know the country where that faith is 
belongs to him — the deep place where 
his hurts left scars and where his victories 
are kept, like the home run and the bass 


fishing trophy. What he believes and has 


claimed as truth is guarded there. 

So it was a surprise this spring when he 
spoke about his faith. He was struggling at 
the time over a book report on ““Where 
the Red Fern Grows,” by Wilson Rawls. 

A love story about an Arkansas boy 
and his two coon hounds, it is sad too, for 
one dog dies after fighting a mountain 
lion who is about to attack the boy. 


THE FEMALE dog dies soon after, 
brokenhearted. The boy buries both on 
the mountain, and in the spring, the red_ 
fern grows over the graves. The red fern 
was very rare in the mountain country. 
and the Indian legend said it was the 

As Boo told me the story, I recalled the 
deaths of his own dogs, a sequence over 
18 months that stunned us all. He lost the 
bird dog, Grit, to an alligator; the Weim- 
meranner to rat poison and the pointer, 
Belle, to a wild hog. I could see in his face 
he was remembering. 

After a while, he said to me, “I wonder 
what the author is trying to tell readers 
with the story?”

‘‘What do you think, Boo,” I asked. 


“WELL,” he replied slowly, looking 
down at his hands, “‘I think he is trying to 
say there is a reason for everything that 
happens. God can bring good out of pain, 
even if we don’t understand it.” 

“Do you believe that, Boo?”’ I asked. 

“Yes, I do,’ he responded. 

That was in the spring and here we 
were again, in late June, burying the 
Dalmatian, the oldest and dearest of the 
dogs. We found him by the front door 
that afternoon. It looked as if he had been 
bitten under the chin, probably by a rat- 
tler. Those bites, close to the head, do not 
leave much time to live. He had struggled 
to make it home. 


SPARKY had gotten feeble in the last 
months and his teeth were gone. He still 
had a hunter’s heart, though, and the kids 
would tease about how he would run 
down an armadillo and then drown it by 
drooling. But he still could sound fierce 
and intimidate the other dogs at feeding 
time. 

Now Sparky was wrapped in a sheet on 
the ground. When Boo thought the hole 
was deep enough to keep the other dogs 
from digging it up, or the hurricane rains 
from washing it out, he put down the 
shovel and turned to me. Together we 
lifted Sparky into the hole and covered 
him with the soft dirt. 

We said nothing for a long time. Both 
of us with memories of other deaths, 
other endings. 

Finally I began, “‘Thank you, God, for 
our friend, Sparky.” 


BOO CLEARED his throat. ‘Thank 
you for letting him die on a hunt, before 
he got too weak, before he lost first place 
to the younger dogs.” 

Boo had fastened two’ palm sticks 
together with some fishing line into a 
cross. He pushed it into the ground at the 
head of Sparky’s grave. Then we walked 
together down the row of organge trees to 
our house, saying nothing. 

It was a moment when the red fern 
grows.

Jesus’ cure of a leper. is a stunning 
climax to a series of miracles Mark 
grouped together to give a picture of a 
typical day in the ministry of Jesus. 

First there was an exorcism, then the 
cure of Simon’s mother-in-law, followed 
by a statement of various cures and exorc- 
isms. All were calculated by Mark to 
illustrate Jesus’ victorious combat with 
evil. Now comes the most impressive vic- 
tory of all, the cure of a leper. 


ACCORDING to beliefs of the day, it 
was as difficult to cure leprosy as to raise 
the dead — tantamount to saying it was 
impossible. Therefore, what was impossi- 
ble for any human being, Jesus was able 
to accomplish with a simple touch and an 
even simpler word: ‘‘Be cured!”’ 

Since leprosy was popularly regarded as 
like death, therefore, this healing was a 
sign of the ultimate victory Jesus will 
have over death itself. 

Simple as the story seems, on more - 
careful reading it reveals strange inconsis- 
tencies. When the leper approaches Jesus, 
we read that Jesus was “‘moved with 
pity.”” However, the ancient manuscripts 
indicate that the original reading was 
‘moved with anger.” 


to look across the centuries and across the 
thousands of miles into St. John the Bap- 
tist Church — the very church where we 
were sitting — picking each of us.out by 
name. 


THE RESULT was electrifying. For ~ 


an endless moment, we felt as if we were 
there that day — as if Jesus was dying for 
us alone. At the same time, we became 
intensely aware we were not alone; during 
the service we had felt closely linked to 
each other — a community, a single peo- 
ple, Christians worshiping in common. 
Now, thinking back, I see I came away 
from that splendid liturgy with a fresh 
understanding of the close bond between 
Christianity as a personal journey and as a 
journey in the company of other people. 
Though my faith is lived out in my own 
individual situation, it is never simply my 
personal journey. It is a journey in which I 
am joined by others. 


IN OTHER areas of life as well, the 
relationship between the individual and 


the community appears as an intriguing - 


one. It is like a dialogue: We admire the 
achievements and talents of individuals. 
and yet we know deep down that no one 
is self-sufficient. The individual needs the 
support of others to function creatively 
and satisfactorily. 

Think about a carefully crafted perfor- 
mance of ‘‘Swan Lake’’ by a classical 


- ballet company. The solo dancers often 


draw bravos and wild applause. 
Audiences appreciate the dedication, 
talent and training displayed by solo dan- 
cers. 

Yet, the stars alone cannot carry the 
entire performance. A ballet is a com- 
munity production. The wonder of a per- 
formance lies in the meshing together of 
many talents. Important as the role of the 
stars may be, the overall effect of the 
ballet. depends upon what the entire 
troupe does together, stars as well as non- 
Stars. 4 


PERHAPS THE Christian journey is 
similar. According to Divine Word Father 
Thomas Krosnicki, the communal and 


the personal dimensions of our journey as 
Christians should work hand in hand. 
““One feeds and enriches the other,” he 
observes, ‘‘and we cannot easily break 
that circle.” 

Ideally, individuals nourish their belief 
at eucharistic liturgies, which, he notes, 
are communal by their nature. However, 


Christians also need to strengthen their — 


belief through study and personal prayer, 
because these ‘give us new ideas and new 
challenges,” Father Krosnicki said. 


This priest has discovered, in the 
course of 10 years with the liturgy secre- 


tariat at the U.S. Catholic Conference in . 


Washington, D.C., that the more he 
delves into Scripture, the more he finds 


- he has to contribute to the community. 


Finally, the liturgist notes, Christians 
with a developing prayer life are likely to 
find they are led by the demands of the 
Gospel into communal activities that 
serve others and promote justice. Once 
again, the personal pursuit of faith leads 


back to the community.

WHY SHOULD Jesus have been 
angry? 

Behind the present form of the story, 
there were probably two stories: one 
involving a simple healing, the other an 
exorcism. In the latter version, Jesus 
would have been angry at the ‘““demon”’ 
believed to be the cause of the illness. 


This is borne out by the fact that, 
immediately following the cure in Mark’s 
story, Jesus gives the demon a stern 
warning and ‘“‘sends him on his way.” 
The latter phrase literally is “‘drove him 
out.”’ Both the warning and the expulsion 
would apply much more naturally to an 
evil spirit than to the afflicted man. 


Mark, not too adroitly but very effec- 
tively, combines the healing story and the 
exorcism story to give us the present 
powerful narrative. 


A LEPER was a social outcast at the 
time of Jesus, forbidden any contact with 
other people, even loved ones. This. was 
the only way the authorities could think of 
to prevent the spread of the disease. 


’ The results were unspeakably tragic. 
The afflicted were considered unclean and 
cut off from family, friends, employment 
and participation in community worship. 

Given this background, Jesus’ 


response is all the more astounding. The 
crowd must have gasped in horror and 
then looked.on from a safe distance to see 
Jesus actually touch this living corpse, 
thereby contracting what amounted to 
legal defilement. . 


FOR JESUS, however, the man was 
not a leper but a person. And if Jesus was 
angry at evil, he had nothing but compas- 
sion for its victims. Nor was the cure alo- 
ne enough for Jesus. The former leper 
also had to be certified as legally clean by 
the authorities so he could resume nor- 
mal living. 


Accordingly, Jesus, respectful of the ~ 


law when it did not conflict with his teach- 
ing, sent the man to the priests for official 
recognition. 


Finally, Jesus’ injunction for silence 
following this event is part of Mark’s 
deliberate ‘‘messianic secrecy.” Jesus’ 
identity can be-fully understood only in 
the light of the cross and resurrection. 


In spite of the command to secrecy, 
however, the man tells the story to all. 


‘*As a result of this,’’ Mark writes, ‘‘it 
was no longer possible for Jesus to enter a 
town openly. He stayed in desert places; 
yet people kept coming to him from all 
sides.”

the West.’’ 


IN CLEAR disagreement with the thrust of 
comments by a number of other bishops, 
Archbishop Hannan presented the moral argument 
in favor of possession of weaponry which, even if its 
use is considered immoral, is necessary as an 
effective deterrent against use of the same weapons 
by an aggressor that does not have the same moral 
scruples. 

As the U.S. bishops’ meeting opened in Wash- 
ington Nov. 16 the 1981 edition of World Military and 
Social Expenditures was released in the same city. 

It reported that military expenditures budgeted 
for 1981 around the world were $550 billion — the 
equivalent of the total annual income of the poorest 
half of the world’s population. 


ABOUT $100 BILLION of this, said the report’s 
author, economist Ruth Leger Sivard, went toward 
increasing the world’s nuclear stockpile. 

Archbishop Quinn and Bishops Ottenweller and 
Francis emphasized not only the direct moral issues 
of nuclear war but also the indirect effects of the 
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Into Thy hands. O Lord, wwe commend the spirits of 
these beloved ones iho are gone before us into the 


arms race on spending for human needs. 


The arms race, ‘‘whether the arms are used or 
not, is devastating human needs and contributing to 
hunger, poverty, and deprivation,”’ said the Newark 
statement signed by Bishop Francis. 


‘“‘<I WAS READING recently that for the amount 
of money it .costs for one nuclear submarine, we 
could construct 450,000 moderately priced homes,”’ 
Bishop Ottenweller wrote. 


Archbishop Quinn bluntly called the military 
budgets of the United States and the Soviet Union. 
‘theft from the poor’’ and said that the allocation of 
funds to military uses instead of to human needs 
itself constitutes a moral imperative to end the arms 
race. 


The U.S. bishops last year formed an ad hoc 
committee under Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin 
of Cincinnati to investigate a possible compre- 
hensive statement of Catholic moral principles on 
war and peace issues. 


A YEAR LATER that committee has received 
numerous and at times conflicting recommendations 
regarding such a statement. 

And in the meantime, particularly in the three 
months or so, a number of bishops have spoken out 
on various aspects of the issue.

door-to-door and parish level, while 
the English programs, said Sister 
Irene, tend to be on a parish and 
diocesan level. 


The main thrust of the office in its 
English programs is_ the 
implementation of the Rite of 
Christian Initiation of Adults 
(RCIA), a.1972 document from 
Rome ‘“‘that is guiding us to be a 
Church that has a mission to spread 
the Good News and to receive those 
who have responded to it,’’ said Sister 
Irene. 

A number of parishes have 
catechumenate programs which will 
bring. adults, by stages, into the 
Catholic Church, culminating in 
Baptism or a profession of faith, along 
with confirmation and first 
Communion at the Easter Vigil on 
Holy Saturday. 


A KEY ELEMENT this year, will 


_be a special diocesan-wide day of 
~ prayer next March 7 (the second 


Lenten Sunday) at which the ‘“‘elect,”’ 
already received by their own parish 
communities, will be presented to 


Bishop Leo T. Maher. 


“*The RCIA is very ‘radical’ in the 
sense that it roots us more firmly in 
our tradition and is going to change 
the way we do things,’’ said Sister 
Irene, who feels that “‘the bishop has 
recognized the importance and 
wisdom of a_ step-by-step 
implementation of the adult 
catechumenate’”’ by letting it become 
a major function of the office. 


Other activities of the office include 
its Diploma Program for master 
catechists and other interested adults, 
which offers in-depth, college-level 


courses in theology, catechesis and 


scripture in conjunction with the 
Office of Continuing Education at the 
University of San Diego. 


BUT IT IS what Sister Irene calls 
‘““networking’’—the bringing 


together of people to share their 
experience and resources— which 
underlies all of her activities. ““We are 
trying to build a community and 
share our growing wisdom,”’ she said. 
“‘The RCIA is a good example. It is 
new, it needs nurturing, support and 
guidance. We are a_spread-out 
diocese, but we have the leadership 
and the people, and we try to affirm it 
and call upon it.’’ 


The Visitadores por Cristo (Visitors 


for Christ) forms the main thrust of 
Spanish evangelization efforts by the 
office, said Roberto Martinez. ““We 
train people to go door-to-door to visit 
people who are either alienated from 
the Church or not practicing their 
faith.”’ 


The four-week program has 
graduated over 200 visitors already, 
who have received training in Church 
history, catechesis, scripture, and 
liturgy; they are there to answer 
questions and to extend an invitation 
to people to come back to their 
Church. 


THIS IS A critical need right now 
because of the inroads Protestant and 
other churches are making among 
Hispanics, and Martinez notes that 
pastors, the visitors themselves and 
many of: the people they have 
“touched with their concern’’ have 


responded favorably to the program. . 


Although Roman Catholic doctrine 
and dogma remain the same, noted 
Sister Sarre, the tailoring of Spanish 
programs to meet the particular needs 
of Hispanics makes a great difference 
in the Church’s evangelization 
efforts. 

An unexpected benefit of the 
Visitadores is that some Hispanic 
Catholics who have come back to the 
Church either want to become visitors 
themselves or are looking for adult 
education programs in Spanish, notes 
Martinez. He has been assisted to 
that end by Mrs. Guadalupe Huerta
